THE Queen’s coffin is to leave 
London on Monday to a tear- 
jerking rendition of I Vow To 
Thee My Country. 

Tens of thousands of people 
are expected to join in as 
military marching bands _ play 
the nation’s favourite hymn. 

The spine-tingling tune will 
resonate as pall bearers carry 
Her Majesty’s coffin into a wait- 
ing hearse for its final onward 
journey to Windsor. 

The emotional climax will 
follow the state funeral service 
at Westminster Abbey. 

Royal Navy sailors will pull 
the coffin past Buckingham 
Palace one last time. 

The bands of the Scots and 
Grenadier Guards are lined up 
to perform a medley of patriotic 
favourites, including Jerusalem, 
the National Anthem and I Vow 
To Thee My Country as the 
procession reaches the capital’s 
Hyde Park Corner. 

A source said: “It will be 
incredibly moving. 

“There won't be a dry eye in 
the crowds, or for the millions 
of people watching at home.” 

The tunes mark the end of 
the London part of the funeral 
ceremonies as the Queen heads 
to her rest in Windsor’s George 
VI Memorial Chapel. 


Broken toe

QUEEN Consort Camilla has 
been soldiering on after break- 
ing a toe more than two weeks 
ago, it has emerged.

SIX dog-lovers have tried to 
sneak their pets into West- 
minster Hall to see the Queen 
lying in state. 

Authorities, who are imposing 
strict rules, had to step in to 
stop people trying to hide the 
hounds under their coats. 

It emerged that nearly 300 
people had been medical assis- 
tance along the route to see 
the Queen’s coffin. 

Some 291 were treated by 
ambulance teams by midnight 
on Wednesday. 

Another 17 required hospital 
treatment after waiting for long 
hours in the queue. 


MOURNERS yesterday told 
how the emotional power 
of seeing the Queen’s cof- 


fin reduced them to tears. 

After queuing patiently for 
hours on end, they arrived at 
Westminster Hall excited — 
but many were then overcome 
in_the sombre setting. 

Some have even been offered 
support after finding the experi- 
ence so highly emotional. 

Sabina Webber, 59, spoke of the 
jovial atmosphere while queuing 
or six hours before her moo 
unexpectedly shifted.

ROYAL Navy sailors will 
haul the Queen’s coffin to 
her funeral by hand in a 
tradition that began 121 


years ago. 

The Senior Service earned 
the honour in 1901 after horses 
set to pull Queen Victoria’s 
coffin reared up and had to 
be_ replaced. 

Navy Captain Prince Louis of 
Battenburg asked the new King 
Edward VII to let his sailors save 
the day, at Windsor Royal Station 
on February 2. 

The king agreed and Louis, who 
was married to King Edward’s 
niece, issued the historic order: 
“Ground arms and stand by to 
drag the gun carriage.” 

On Monday, 138 sailors will take 
the ropes to draw the 2.5-tonne 
wooden carriage to Westminster 
Abbey. After the funeral service 
they will haul the carriage to 
Wellington Arch where the coffin 
will be placed in the state hearse 
and driven to Windsor. 

Accounts of the Navy stepping in 
in 1901 describe how the horses 
were unharnessed “within minutes” 
and improvised ropes were lashed 
to the carriage. 

Crowds watched as Victoria’s cof- 
fin was hauled through Windsor. 

Sailors did the same for King 
Edward VII in 1910. By then the 
Navy said, “the drill had been for- 
malised and the honour of hauling 
the carriage has remained with the 
Royal Navy ever since”. 

The State Funeral Gun Carriage 
was built in the late 1890s to carry 
a breech-loading 12-pounder gun 
and has been used at every state 
funeral since. 

Today the carriage is among the 
Navy’s most prized possessions. 

It was never used in conflict and 
was later fitted with tyres and a 
catafalque — a platform to carry a 
coffin — which sits above the gun's 
highly-polished barrel. 

Sailors used the carriage to pull ' 
the coffins of King George V in 
1936, King George VI in 1952 and 
wartime PM Sir Winston Churchill 
in 1965. It was last used to convey 
the remains of Lord Louis Mount- 
batten, the son of Prince Louis, 
when he was honoured with a cer- 
emonial funeral after his murder 
by the IRA in 1979. 

The carriage is kept on constant 
stand-by, suspended off the ground

Navy Commander Steve Elliott, 
the carriage team’s second-in-com- 
mand, insisted the outcome of the 
inspection was never in doubt. 

He said: “We always knew we 
were going to meet the standard. 
They left happy.” 

The funeral march marks the 
final duty for Cdr Elliott after a 
32-year career. He told The Sun: 
“As a last duty for my Queen and 
country, it’s a bit emotional, an 
amazing honour and privilege.” 

He met the Queen in 2017 when 
he became the first naval officer to

captain a Queen’s Guard since Sir 
Walter Raleigh protected Queen 
Elizabeth I some 414 years earlier. 

Cdr Elliott’s sailors provided a 
guard at four royal residences 
including Buckingham Palace and 
Windsor Castle. 

When he met the Queen at 
Windsor, he said she told him with 
a twinkle in her eye: “It is always 
nice to be looked after by the 
Senior Service.” 

Cdr Elliott will march with Capt 
Catherine Jordan, the commander 
of HMS Collingwood, in front of 
the sailors pulling the carriage. 
Capt Jordan said: “Everyone wants 


to do their duty for someone who 
did their duty for such a long time. 

“The team is really motivated. 
They understand how serious the 
task is. They want to get it right.” 

They will be at heart of a funeral 
procession of 2,089 troops including 
soldiers from Commonwealth nations 
and Royal Air Force personnel. 

Rear Admiral Jude Terry, the 
Navy’s director of people and train- 
ing, said it was all about “saying 
thank you to our Queen”. 

She said: “All of us have been 
working for her throughout our 
careers. It’s an enormous privilege 
to be able to say goodbye.” Sailors 


in the Sovereign’s Guard will be 
flanked by the King’s Bodyguard — 
including Foot Guards and House- 
hold Cavalry, the Bands of the 
Scots and Grenadier guards and a 
tri-service honour guard. 

Around 1,000 Navy _ personnel 
were involved across all the cere- 
monies, Capt Jordan said, with 
another 400 assigned to help police 
steward the events. 

Among them is Able Seaman 
Ryan Howarth, 25, who joined the 
Navy only in February. 

He is due to line the route, fac- 
ing the coffin with his back to the 
crowd. He said: “It feels shocking.

It isn’t endlessly good to keep your 
emotions buttoned up. 

It isn’t always good to keep a stiff 
upper lip. 

But the opposites turn out to be 
infinitely worse. Letting your emotions 
out all the time isn’t good for you 
either, and certainly isn’t good for the 
people around you. 

Having a permanently wobbly lip 
isn’t much fun for anyone. 

The Britain of restraint and calm 
and quiet emotion is a Britain that 
some of us still miss. 

And they were epitomised in the 
form of the late Queen. 


Dignified restraint 


When she swore herself to a life of 
service to this country, aged 21, it 
wasn't an empty promise. 

And it wasn’t one she ever broke. 

She kept that promise right to the 
very end, in spite of the pain it must 
often have been and the boredom that 
must have occasionally set in. 

It seems to me that one of the 
reasons why we are in mourning is 
because we still value the virtues that 
the Queen epitomised — of quiet service 
and dignified restraint. 

But it is odd to respect values that 

you no longer hold. 

People will be saying a lot in 
the days ahead about what the 
Queen meant to us and what 
we have lost. And it will be 
sincere and true. 

But perhaps the _ greatest 
honour we could do her is not 
just to admire her but to 
emulate her. 

To emulate her life of service 
to others. To emulate her 
service to the greater good of 
the nation. 

And to remember that a life 
of service to people other than 
ourselves is not a wasted or 
unnoticed life but is, in fact, the 
best life of all.

Migrants

DOZENS of migrants had 
to be rescued yesterday 
when their boat began 
sinking in the Channel. 

A coastguard helicopter, 
a Border Force vessel and 
two lifeboats scrambled 
after the group’s flimsy 
dinghy started to rapidly 
deflate at around 6am. 

All 38 people on board 
were pulled safely out of 
the water by 7am. 

They were brought into 
Dover, Kent, on Border 
Force cutter Ranger. 

At 2pm _ yesterday, 40 
more asylum seekers 
were intercepted in the 
Channel and brought to a 
Kent beach by the RNLI. 

The number of migrants 
reaching the UK in small 
boats this year surpassed 
29,000 on Wednesday, 
official figures show. 

The total includes 538 
intercepted in 11 separate 
incidents on Tuesday. 

Last year, a total of 
28,526 were detained. MP 
Natalie Elphicke said: 
“Action is needed now.”

‘Queen's

A FIREBALL seen racing 
across the sky was space 
junk, say experts — end- 
ing hopes of a heavenly 
nod to the Queen. 

The streak of light was 
spotted above northern 
England and Scotland. 

It lasted for up to 20 
seconds and some hoped 
it was a meteor — and a 
fitting astronomical trib- 
ute to Her Majesty. 

There was speculation 
the resulting meteorite 
would be found in Queen 
Elizabeth Forest Park, in 
the Highlands, and would 
be named after her. 

But the UK Meteor 
Network, which studied 
800 reports, has declared: 
“This was space debris.” 

It says any remnant 
would have landed in the 
sea. Its findings are 
based on the _ trajectory 
and speed of the fireball. 

But University of Glas- 
gow expert Dr _ Aine 
O’Brien said: “The fact 
this has happened this 
week of all times just 
makes it extra special.”

TRAGIC Olivia Pratt-Korbel was laid 
to rest yesterday as her mum said: 


“She will never be forgotten.” 

Cheryl Korbel, 46, told how the nine- 
year-old — shot dead in her home — was 
so chatty her family joked she must have 
“Duracell batteries” inside her. 

She said at her funeral: “Liv touched so many 
people’s hearts and was loved and adored by 
everyone. She will never be forgotten. 

“Tl never say goodbye but what I will say is 
‘Goodnight, love you, see you in the morning’.” 

Olivia’s white coffin, 
with butterflies on the 
side, was brought in a 
horse-drawn carriage to 
St Margaret Mary’s 
Church in Knotty Ash, 
Liverpool. 

The public lined the 
road while mourners 
wore a “splash of pink” 
— her favourite colour. 

Cheryl said in her 
eulogy that Olivia was 
born six weeks early 
and spent nine days in 
a special baby unit. 

And her independent 
streak meant she chose 
her outfits even when 
very young. She said: 
“Although she loved Tri ————— 
sparkle and glitz, she tribute... for Olivia 
would never go over- 
board and she was very particular.” 

Olivia’s classmates at St Margaret Mary’s 
Catholic Junior School in Huyton did not attend 
but were allowed to wear pink nail varnish for 
the day and watch her favourite film, Matilda. 

Olivia was shot in the chest by a gunman 
chasing a convicted drug dealer, who ran into 
her home. Cheryl was hit in the wrist as she 
opened the door to investigate noise outside on 
August 22. Nine people have been arrested on 
suspicion of involvement in her murder.

The blond hunk -— in reality, 
bodybuilder Warren Furman — said: 
“I saw destructive forces come into 
my life. My destructive choices were 
slowly killing me.” 

Warren thought that being a TV 
Gladiator would help him to become 
the new Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

Having joined the original ITV 
show for its fifth series in 1996, he 
was earning £2,000 an hour, began 
hanging out with celebrities and got 
engaged to model Katie. 

He thought Hollywood would soon 
beckon — but instead Warren devel- 
oped a booze habit, split from Katie, 
and, after Gladiators was axed in 
2000, he struggled financially. 

He said: “The higher I got, the 
lower I had to come down.” 

Now TV production company 
Hungry Bear Media, which is behind 
the show’s revival, is asking beefy 
Gladiator wannabes to send in their 
applications. 

Warren, 50, who lives in York with 
his wife and two children, thinks 
they will need to be tough men and 
women who are unwilling to settle 
for second place — and he warns 
against a woke, ‘it’s the taking part 
that counts’ approach. 

He said: “Although it was the first 
reality TV show, I think it celebrates 
people for the right reasons. 


“People were in competition and it 
was healthy competition, which was 
bringing out the best in each other. 

“When you went against another 
contestant or Gladiator it was all 
done in the spirit of sportsmanship, 
which I loved. 

“I think these days we're worried 
about offending each other, or the 
notion that we shouldn't do competi- 
tion because there’s no such thing as 
second place. No, we have to toughen 
up a little bit.” 

Gladiators first body-slammed 
on to our TV screens in 1992, with 
Sun columnist Ulrika Jonsson 
and ex-footballer John Fashanu 
presenting the prime-time battle 
of brawn. 

At its peak it drew in 16million 
viewers, and turned the likes of 
Michael Van Wijk as Wolf, James 
Crossley as Hunter and Kim Betts 
as Lightning into household names. 

Viewers loved to see _ the 
Gladiators taking on members of 
the public in the arena. 

It would be up to Ace and his 
colleagues to defeat the contenders 
in a series of rounds, making them 
fall from suspended rings in Hang 
Tough or blocking the path of their 
giant hamster-ball “pods” in 
Atlaspheres. 

A previous attempt to revive 
Gladiators on Sky in 2008 lasted just 
a year. The new ll-episode series 
promises to revive many of the origi- 
nal challenges, ending again with the 
fearsome Eliminator assault course. 

Warren was a roofer from Harlow 
in Essex when he signed up for the 
original show. He recalled: “I always

Crown, due out next year. 

The fifth series had been scheduled 
to air this November but I revealed 
last week how bosses now have a 
dilemma over whether to go ahead 
because it focuses on the worst seven 
years of the Queen’s life — potentially 
damaging for the new King. 

A TV insider said: “This is the last 
thing Netflix needed as they film the 
final season of The Crown. 

“Fortunately, they have been 
filming away from Elstree so_ it 
hasn't affected them yet, though at 
some point they were likely to return. 
“But until the tests are carried out 
it’s not clear when or if that can 


happen, which could be a 
nightmare for the producers, 
who run to a_ very tight 


schedule.” 

An Elstree Film Studios 
spokesman confirmed: “As a 
precautionary measure, we are 
arranging asbestos checks in 
some areas of Elstree Film 


Studios to ensure they meet 
health and safety standards. 

Our operations will resume 
as soon as investigations, and 
any remedial work required, 
are complete.” 

But a spokesman for Netflix 
said: “The Crown is _ not 
filming in the affected areas 
and production continues as 
planned. 

“We await further inform- 
ation from Elstree with 
regards to any remedial 
work required.” 

Filming of The Crown 
stopped after news of the 
Queen’s death broke last 
Thursday, but work & 
resumed earlier this week. 

The show’s lead, IMELDA 
STAUNTON, can’t be seen 
on set, though, as show 
bosses felt it would be 
disrespectful to have 
someone dressed as Her

An 

old collection, perhaps inherited through your mother’s family, 

can have a modern, surprising value. Luck circles No 72.

By his own admission, 
Suede’s Brett Ander- 
son is a man of con- 
tradictions. 


The elegant frontman is 
equally capable of primal per- 
formance and profound 
expression. 

These are the contrasting quali- 
ties that make his band’s ninth 
studio album, Autofiction, a tower- 
ing accomplishment. 

Anderson calls it “a loud, noisy, 
nasty rock record but with lyrical 
vulnerability that comes from 
being an older man”. 

Thirty years after Suede’s self- 
titled debut, the 54-year-old is 
well aware of losing “the arro- 
gance of youth”. 

But then he says: “Without wish- 
ing to blow my own trumpet, I 
am going to say something pretty 
arrogant. 

“I don’t think many artists man- 
age to carry on making inter- 
esting music. 

“We've found ourselves on 
a career path where we're 
still doing viable work in 
our fifties.” 

Maybe this is because 
Anderson is a perfection- 
ist for whom perfection is 
always just out of reach. 

“My motivation to keep 
going comes from looking 
back on stuff we’ve done in 
the past with a sense of dis- 
satisfaction,” he says. 

This from a man who sailed 
through the Nineties on the crest 
of Britpop’s wave in a band feted 
for a string of acclaimed albums 
— Suede 1993), Dog Man Star 
(1994) and Coming Up (1996). 


‘A lot to prove’ 


Speaking via Zoom from the 
home he shares with wife Jodie 
and their children, Anderson con- 
tinues: “I’m always slightly disap- 
pointed, even with the music that’s 
looked kindly upon by critics.” 

He believes Suede have yet to 
achieve the godlike status of art- 
ists who inspired him to form a 
band in the first place — David 
Bowie, Roxy Music, The Smiths. 

“Td like to think we might get 
there eventually. That’s all part of 
my quest,” he says with a self- 
deprecating smirk. 

“We have to keep looking for 
something better even if perfection 
is an illusion, like infinity. 

“It always feels as if we’ve got a 
lot of prove. We try to make a 
great record but it’s never quite as 
good as I want it to be,” he sighs, 
before adding, “That'll be the next 
one!” 

Like any band you could 
mention, Suede have had their ups 
and downs, including breaking up 
in 2003 under a_ cloud of 
disillusionment. 


Since reforming in 2010, how- 


ever, it has been a more stable 
ship with Autofiction being the 
fourth studio album since that 


seven-year hiatus. 

“Splitting up was the best thing 
we ever did,” says Anderson. 
“When you become successful, you 
become lazy and entitled. 

“You think, ‘Oh, we’ll release a 
record and everyone’s going to 
love it’ so the shock of discovering 
you can’t coast was a good thing.

Their return to the fray for a 
Teenage Cancer Trust gig at the 
Royal Albert Hall kickstarted the 
renaissance. 

“I realised we'd thrown 
something away which was _pre- 
cious, something we shouldn't do 


again. That’s partly why we're 
making some of our best music 
right now.” 

With that in mind, consider 


Suede convening at a_ rehearsal 
space in London’s King’s Cross to 
make their new album armed 
with 50 songs written over the 
past four years. 

As the Covid pandemic sub- 
sided, it was like uncorking a bot-

tle of fizz, a release of unbridled 
energy and _ renewed commit- 
ment...complete with deliberate 
imperfections. 

Anderson says: “Autofiction is 
supposed to be a raw, primal howl 
of a record instead of a sophisti- 
cated, thoughtful one. We wanted 
to rip it up and burn it down to 
the stubble. 

“There’s nothing quite as excit- 
ing for a musician as when you're 
making a lot of noise. 

“Being with a few blokes in a 
room, bashing bits of wood and 
smashing bits of metal, your child 
side takes over.” 

The singer likens the process to 


Lord Of The _ Flies, William 
Golding’s story of a group of boys 
stranded on an uninhabited 


island and the feral behaviour that 
ensues. 

“As I get older I can’t listen to 
over-produced music. It kind of 
bores me,” Anderson tells me. 

“It sounds as if it was made by 
a computer and I want to hear 
music made by a human being. 

“To me, Autofiction is a deeply 
flawed record, but beautifully 
flawed. 

“I want the listener to feel like 
they’ve walked in on a rehearsal 
with all the count-ins, f***-ups 
and coughing.” 

Save for breathers in the shape 
of a couple of ballads, the album 
sets a cracking pace in stark con- 
trast to the complexities of Suede’s 
previous album, 2018’s The Blue 
Hour. “I think every record’s a

reaction to the last one,” says 
Anderson. “The Blue Hour was 
left field, odd and arty. 

“We went as far as we could 
down that path and the pendulum 
has swung back. We just wanted 
to make something that felt really 
exciting.” 

There’s no doubt that the band 
comprising Anderson’s fellow 
founder member Mat Osman 
(bass), Simon Gilbert (drums), 
Richard Oakes (guitars) and Neil 
Codling (keyboards) have recap- 
tured Suede’s early spirit. 

“But I didn’t want to be nostal- 
gic,” affirms Anderson. “That was 
really key. 

“It’s very consciously and delib- 
erately a rock record made by

somebody who’s 54 and not in 
their twenties. 

“That might sound like a contra- 
diction because rock music is con- 
ventionally the preserve of the 
young.” 

When Anderson performs live, 
you get the impression of a confi- 
dent, swaggering rock star with his 
audience in the palm of his hand. 

“But these songs are very much 
about the cracks behind the mask,” 
he says. “The complexes, the flaws, 
the neuroses, the anxieties and the 
insecurities that one is confronted 
with as you get deeper into life. 

“There’s a tendency for people to 
believe that, as you get older, you 
get more comfortable. 

“I have a family who I love and 


I’m_ relatively well-off but that 
doesn’t mean there aren't chal- 
lenges. 


“A family is such a fragile thing. 
You have so much responsibility to 
its members. That can be a huge 
burden. 

“No life is easy, life is hard, and 
I always look for frictions and ten- 
sions to talk about in my work. 

“As a father and husband, I don’t 
let darkness into my reality but as 
a writer and as an artist, I do.” 


‘My amazing mum 

Anderson accepts that the lyrical 
themes explored on Autofiction 
make it one of his most personal 
works, partly inspired by his 
recent memoirs Coal Black Morn- 
ings and Afternoons With The 
Blinds Down. 

“This album is much less veiled,” 


he decides. “Much more stark 
musically and emotionally. 
“I've tried to confront things 


about myself face-on in a much 
more brutal way.” 

Though the anthemic 
track She Still Leads Me On 
serves as a moving tribute to 
Anderson’s late mother, Sandra, it 
also strikes a forward-facing tone. 

“I wanted it to be about loss but 
not grief,” he says. 

Rather than being a lament 
about the void she left in his life, 
he’s talking about “someone still 
having a_ positive effect even 
though they’ve gone”. 

Anderson continues: “My mum 
was an amazing, unique woman. 
Three decades after she died, she 
is still my guiding light. 

“Like with everyone’s mum, she’s 
the most important person to me 
or certainly in the top three. It’s 
your mum, your wife and your 
kids, isn’t it?” 

She Still Leads Me On acts as a 
companion piece to Life Is Golden, 
on The Blue Hour, which is about 
his son. “One is written from par- 
ent to child and one from child to 
parent,” he explains. 

“Family is where my _ passion 
lives now. In your twenties, it’s all 
about the girlfriends you're split- 
ting up with.”

CHARLEY 
CROCKETT 


WITH aname like Crockett, you can’t 
help thinking, “He can't be...” 

But yes, Americana’s latest 
superstar-in-waiting is a distant 
relative of Davy Crockett, the fabled 
King Of The Wild Frontier who died at 
the Battle of the Alamo in 1836. 

Texan Charley Crockett, following 
in the rich tradition of Willie Nelson, 
Waylon Jennings, Townes Van Zandt 
et al, has just released his latest 
album, The Man From Waco. 

Described as the “purest 
distillation” of his “Gulf & Western” 
sound so far, the 14 songs blending 
blues and country music should see 
his fame stretch far beyond the Lone 
Star state. 

Its creation started as ademo 
session with producer Bruce Robison 
at The Bunker outside Austin, and 
features Crockett’s band The Blue 
Drifters throughout. 

“| just wanted an honest 
partnership — do it at your place, live 
to tape, everybody in the room,” says 
the 38-year-old late bloomer of the 
sessions. 

“The magic is in the performances 
on that tape. That’s 
what Bruce wanted 
to do, that’s what! 
wanted to do. - 

“When we were | 
done, | said, ‘These | 
are masters, not 
demos’.”

“Everybody was 


telling me, ‘Go right, go right, go 
right’,” says the Stetson-wearing 
singer.

With its Memphis-style horns and 
soulful vocals from Crockett, lead 
single on the new album, I’m Just A 
Clown, has helped ratchet up the 
interest. The title track takes its name 
from a deliciously dark murder ballad 
which came to Crockett as he and his 
band headed through Waco late one 
night on tour. 

“We were driving over the Brazos 
River and started talking about 
James Hand, who passed away in the 
pandemic,” he says in reference to 
the country singer born in the Texan 
city, the scene of the 1993 siege of 
the religious sect Branch Davidian 
compound. 

“At first, we were having fun with 
the song,” he adds. “We weren't 
making fun of James or anything, but 
we weren't taking the song seriously. 

“But sometimes, it’s those songs 
that you're not taking seriously that 
end up being the ones that stick and 
take on a whole other meaning.” 

Crockett is rightfully proud of his 
latest work. He says: “There was a 
looseness that led to a lot of inspired 
performances which felt good right 
away.” 

Aside from his band, it also 
features The Greyhounds’ multi- 
instrumentalist Anthony Farrell, who 
he calls “the record’s secret weapon”. 

But the true star of the show is 
Charley himself. And to share his 
musical genius, he will be heading for 
the UK next month for a short tour.

at all. David says a couple of 
passive-aggressive things to 
the groom, they hide some 
meaningless rings that are 
easily replaced and do a 
half-ar*ed trip to a “cursed” 
island.

The 67-year-old’s latest book, Take Your 
Breath Away, is available now in paper- 
back and, as always, you just don’t know 
how the novel is going to pan out. 

Barclay, who lives in Toronto, Canada, 
says: “Andy’s wife Brie disappeared six 
yours ago and, although the police believed 
e murdered her, they couldn’t find any 
proof of this. Suddenly, his world turns 
upside down one Saturday when there are 
sightings around town of a woman who 
looks just like her. 

“The best compliment I’ve ever had is, 
‘You ruined my night’s sleep because I 
couldn’t stop reading your book’. I want to 
entertain, to keep you turning the page, to 
keep you guessing. If you’re not doing that 
for the reader, what’s the point? 

“There are various components to a 
prea! thriller. There needs to be something 
luge at stake. Something so important that 
even if our heroes aren't at all equipped to 
deal with very bad people, they have no 
choice but to engage. 

“And a good thriller needs to have a 
sense of momentum. It’s the proverbial 
boulder rolling down a hill, picking up 
speed as it goes.” 


Rejected by publishers 


Readers won't find themselves bogged 
down with long explanations about proce- 
dure in a Barclay thriller. 

He says: “I tend to write about a world 
that is familiar to me, the one I live in, so 
extensive research is often not necessary. I 
don’t tend to do much forensic research. 
That stuff bores me.” 

Before becoming a _ novelist, Barclay 
worked as a journalist in Canada. He was 
also the humour’ columnist for the 
Toronto Star, Canada’s largest-circulation 
newspaper. 

He says: “I was writing 
stories from about the 
third or fourth grade /Year 
4]. In my teens I was 
writing short novels and 
thought I’d like to write 
for TV. The novels I wrote 
in my early twenties were i 
rejected by every pub- Luisi 
lisher I sent them to, and BRE 
we can all be thankful 
for that, so I went into AWAY --- 
newspapers where I 
could write every day, including 
a thrice-weekly column I did for 15 years. 

“Eventually I got back to writing 
novels, and this time the publishers felt 
differently.” 

And the dad-of-two has no plan to stop 
writing any time soon. He says: “I can't 
imagine quitting for good — as long as I 
can keep the plots straight in my head, I'll 
keep plugging away. 

“T wouldn’t know what to do with myself 
if I weren't writing a book a year. 

“Anyway, I’m probably otherwise unem- 
ployable.”

OIL giant SHELL has named a 
renewable energy veteran as 
its new boss to replace Ben 
van Beurden, who is stepping 
down after almost a decade. 

Wael Sawan will take over 
as chief executive of the 
£171billion company in the 
midst of an energy crisis while 
Shell attempts to shift away 
from fossil fuels. 

Mr van Beurden became 
chief executive in 2014 and has 
been paid around £70million in 
that time. He oversaw the 
company’s biggest takeover to 
date and dealt with two major 
oil downturns. 

But he sparked outrage last 
month after saying that only a 
miracle could help consumers 
with their soaring energy bills. 

Analysts believe that Mr 
Sawan, who used to head 
Shell’s oil and gas production 
business and now oversees its 
low-carbon energies and giant 
gas business, will not radically 
alter the company’s strategy. 

Mr Sawan’s pay will not be 
disclosed until next March.

LEVEY IN 
= TEST FAIL

SEAN LEVEY has become the second jockey in a 
week to face an investigation by the BHA after 
allegedly failing a drugs test. 

The 34-year-old could be hit with a six-month ban af- 
ter he was informed of the shock news at Sandown on 
Wednesday, exclusively revealed by Sun Racing. - 

It’s understood Levey took a saliva test at _ 
Sandown that came up positive before his _ 
only ride on the card. 

He has since been stood down by the 
BHA and missed his rides at Newcastle’s 
Racing League fixture last night. 

He has also been taken off all his 
mounts at Newbury today and has not 
been booked over the weekend. 

The jockey yesterday carried out a 
B-sample test and is awaiting the results. 
Levey denies taking any banned substances. 

There are a number of explanations for a 
positive test, including medication and 
contamination. yr

| very much hope that this new medium will 
make my Christmas message more personal 
and direct. 

It is inevitable that | should seem a rather remote 
figure to many of you.

HE is never, you know, 


not the Queen. 

This description, by a 
friend, strikes to the heart 
of the qualities that made 

her unique. 

Quoted by Andrew Marr in _ his 
2011 book The Diamond Queen, it 
underlines how there has never been 
anyone like Queen Elizabeth and never 
will be again. 

Her position, and the persona 
she acquired to fulfil it, affected every 
relationship she had. 

From her earliest memories, she was 
on show, world-famous. She had no 
passport, no driving licence, she could 
not vote, she could never make a 
casual remark. Her neutrality was 
baked in, even down to not revealing 
her favourite things in life. 

In public, her thoughts and opinions 
were usually reduced to mundanities. 
But there was so much more to the 
Queen than she ever allowed herself 
to show. 

She had been born into an age 
when monarchy believed guarding its

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mystique was essential. And when the 
modern world changed that, she 
changed too. But slowly. 

Her fearsome grandmother Queen 
Mary taught her it was “inappropriate 
for a monarch to smile in public”. 

As a youngster, she lectured her sis- 
ter Margaret on the most important 
rule at palace garden parties: “If you 


do see someone with a _ funny 
hat...you must not point at it 
and laugh.” 


She told a childhood friend she must 
never be seen to cry. Only in private, a 
private most people never saw, would 
the truer Elizabeth reveal herself. 

She did not have two personalities; 
she had a public character and a 
private character. 

Among friends and family, she would 
show a biting sense of humour, a par- 
ticular skill at mimicry, a constant 
sense of fun and a raucous laugh. 


Her impressions of Tony Blair and 
Boris Yeltsin were legend. She also did 
a mean Rene from ‘Allo ‘Allo. 

For years after Michael Fagan broke 
into her Buckingham Palace bedroom 
in 1982, she relished repeating her 
chambermaid’s reaction in a spot-on 
Yorkshire accent: “Bloody ’ell, Ma’am, 
what’s ’e doin’ ’ere?” 

When wit was scripted, usually on 
formal occasions, it was dry and 
deadpan rather than the silliness her 
family loved. 

Two days after being hidden behind 
a large lectern alongside US president 
George Bush, she spoke in Washington 
in 1991 and brought the US Congress 
house down by starting her speech: “I 
hope you can all see me today.” 

She never got furious but she could 
be tetchy, and often amusing with it. In 
a row with her mother as they arrived 
at a West End theatre, the Queen Mum

fumed: “Who do you think you are?” 
Her daughter replied: “The Queen, 
Mummy. The Queen.” 

She was “an ethnic minority of one” 
said historian Ben Pimlott, “a sovereign 
not a subject, universally known, auto- 
matically of interest, requiring respect”. 
Scripted or overheard, it was always 
her. Never not the Queen. The monarch 
and the person were inseparable. 

Early in her reign she was nervous 
and shy, especially with academics and 
intellectuals, but gradually became 
more confident and surprised people 
with her deep knowledge of public and 
world affairs. 

“If you're the centre of such adula- 
tion you never have entirely normal 


relationships,” said a former lady- 
in-waiting. 
“Even your best friends treat you 


with a special courtesy.” Despite this, 
she was more often than not brimming 
with jollity, positivity and laughter. 

In 1977, when a beacon the Queen 
was due to light to start the Silver 
Jubilee festivities went up too early, 
Sir Michael Parker turned to Her 
Majesty and admitted: “Everything that 
could possibly go wrong is going 


wrong.” The Queen beamed and said: “Oh 
good. What fun!” 

Staff would hear her “guffawing” with Prince 
Philip when the pair were out of sight, then 
watched as she snapped back into perfect 
seriousness the second she came into view. 

“You didn’t realise she had that hearty 
laugh,” one associate revealed. 

Her cousin Margaret Rhodes said: “She sort 
of expands when she laughs. She laughs 
with her whole face.” 


ER smile was as dazzling as 
her laugh was expansive 
- but she was worried 
about her resting face. 


“It’s awful,” she said. “If I’m not smiling, I 
look cross.

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ATHER than battle 
armour, the Queen 
wore a two- 
piece suit, sensible 
shoes, an extravagant hat 
and a warm smile - and 


won war after war. 

A timely speech by Her Majesty, 
or even a casual word, often did 
more to help a cause than years 
of diplomacy or fighting. 

Former Foreign Secretary Jack Straw 
once described her as the epitome of 
soft power — the kind that is all about 
influence rather than force. 

And his successor, Margaret Beckett, 
believed that the Queen and _ the 
BBC World Service were “Britain’s 
two greatest soft power weapons”, 
according to Robert Hardman’s 2018 
biography Queen Of The World. 

But she did not just ride into battle 
for Britain or the Commonwealth — 
she also made powerful contributions 
on issues ranging from women’s 
equality to the environment. 

The Queen understood from the 
earliest years of her reign that she 
had the potential to be a force for 
good in a very different way to 
her ancestors. 

In her Christmas speech in 1957 she 
noted: “In the old days the monarch 
led his soldiers on the battlefield, and 
his leadership at all times was close 
and personal. 

“Today, things are very different. I 
cannot lead you into battle, I do not 
give you laws or administer justice but 
I can do something else — I can give 
you my heart and my devotion to 
these old islands and to all the 
peoples of our brotherhood of nations.” 

And again and again, _ despite 
officially having “no opinion” on 
politics, she gently let us know exactly 
where her heart stood with beliefs 
she held dear. 

Sometimes she did not even need to 
say a thing to have a huge impact — 
because she knew a photo could often 
do more than any words. 

That was the case during her visit 
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to Ghana in November 1961, thanks 
to the young Queen’s dance with 
President Kwame Nkrumah at a gala 
ball in her honour. 

Elizabeth’s visit to the newly 
independent African nation was seen 
in Britain in terms of its amazing 
diplomatic success in keeping Ghana 
as part of the Commonwealth. 

But in stepping on to the dancefloor 
with Dr Nkrumah in front of the 
cameras, the canny Queen knew that 
she was sending a far wider message 
to the rest of 
the world. 

At the height of 
the fight for racial 
equality, particularly 
in the US, she was 
about to become 
the first white 
monarch ever_ to 
dance with a black 
man. 

The resulting 
images were seen 
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around the world, 
and as black rights 
leader Martin 
Luther King Jr 
later told Robert 
Kennedy, the 
then-US _—_ Attorney- 
General: “That 


photograph did more for civil rights 
than a thousand speeches.” 

Another great display of her 
political power came on her visit to 
West Germany in May 1965, timed to 
mark 20 years since the end of World 
War Two in Europe. 

No British monarch had set foot on 
German soil since 1913, when the 
Queen's grandfather George V had 
travelled to Berlin to attend 
the wedding of Kaiser Wilhelm 
Il’s daughter. 

Palace advisers had been anxious 
about the idea of the trip, fearing it 
would stir up all the old sneers about 
the Queen’s German heritage, not to

mention the Nazi ties of some of 
Prince Philip’s closest relatives. 

But Elizabeth knew that her 
presence could heal wounds. 

And in her first speech after her 
arrival, at the then-presidential palace 
of Augustusburg at Bruhl, she said 
exactly what outcast Germany wanted 
to hear: “This tragic period in our 
relations is now happily over.” 

Days later in Koblenz she declared: 
“For 50 years, we heard too much 
about the things which have divided 
us. Let us now make a great effort to 
remember the things which unite us.” 

It was a huge turning point, which 
German historians now count as 
marking the moment when Germany 
believed it could take its place back 


on the world 
stage. 

= The following 
year, 1966, 


she used her 
Christmas Day 
message as an 
opportunity to 
= urge women to 


make their 
voices heard, 
just as 


feminism was 
gaining wide 
attention. 

She said: 
“This year I 
should like to 
speak especially 
to women. In 
many countries

“It is difficult to realise that it was 
less than 50 years ago that women in 
Britain were first given the vote, but 
Parliament was first asked to grant 
this 100 years ago. 

“Yet, in spite of these disabilities, it 
has been women who have breathed 
gentleness and care into the harsh 
progress of mankind. 

“The struggles against inhuman 
prejudice, against squalor, ignorance, 
and disease, have always owed a great 
deal to the determination and tenacity 
of women. It needs a very active

concern by women everywhere if this 
knowledge is to be used where it is 
most needed. I am glad that in all 
Commonwealth countries, women are 
more and more able to use it.” 

The Queen only gave her opinion in 
public when she felt she needed to, 
and another such occasion was during 
the Falklands War in 1982. 

Argentina had invaded the islands 
in the South Atlantic, and although 
they were British territory, some 
had seen Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s decision to go to war over 
them as a cynical political move. 

But at a candlelight banquet for 
then-US President Ronald Reagan at 
Windsor Castle in June, just days 
before Argentina’s surrender, the 
Queen made it known loud and clear 
that Britain was right to fight. 


N THE middle of a 
friendly toast about 
US-UK relations, she 
declared: “These past 
few weeks have been 
testing ones for this 
couniry, when once again 
we have had to stand up 


for the cause of freedom. 

“The conflict in the Falkland Islands 
was thrust on us by naked aggression 
and we are naturally proud of the 
way our fighting men are serving 
their country.” 

But it was in the later years of her 
reign that historians believe the 
Queen really decided to flex her 
political strength. 

Professor Ninian Mellamphy, of 
Canada’s Western __— University in 
London, Ontario, said in 2014: “As I 
look at the whole reign, ever since 
1952, I think that the best decade of 
her reign has been this one. 

“She’s been astonishingly effective as 
a diplomat and as a statesperson.” 

The most spectacular example of 
this came on her visit to the Republic 
of Ireland in May 2011. 

She was the first British monarch 
in 100 years to make the trip, and the 
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first ever to visit since the Republic 
gained its independence from Britain. 

History between the two countries 
was bloody and fraught — and of 
course, her own mentor and relative 
Lord Louis Mountbatten had been 
killed by an IRA bomb in 1979. 

But her trip began with a visit to 
Dublin’s Garden of Remembrance, 
where she bowed her head as she laid 
a wreath at the memorial for those 
who died fighting for Irish freedom. 

The next day she walked out on the 
turf at sports stadium Croke Park, 
hallowed nationalist ground since 14 
people were killed there by British 
forces during a Gaelic football match 
91 years earlier. 


Then that evening she gave one 
of the greatest 

speeches of 

her life.

She then turns to fellow 
guests and mouths, “Wow”. 

And it only got better. After briefly 
talking about the countries’ shared 
values, the Queen launched into the 
main part of her speech — and as she 
had done in West Germany more 
than four decades earlier, she said 
exactly what needed to be said. 

She declared: “It is a sad and 
regrettable reality that through history 
our islands have experienced more 
than their fair share of heartache, 
turbulence and loss. 

“These events have touched us all, 
many of us personally, and are a 


something, and it went on for quite 
a while.” 

And during a separate conversation 
with MPs at a palace reception, the 
Queen is said to have snapped 
angrily: “I don’t understand Europe.” 

But the most important subject of all 
for the Queen as political campaigner 
apart from the Commonwealth was 
perhaps the environment, which 
had been a passion of Prince Philip’s 
since the Sixties. 

Her first major speech about it 
came in 1989, when she broke with 
tradition to deliver her Christmas 
address in front of an audience. She 
was speaking to 2,000 children at the 
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Royal Albert Hall but also to a 
government she felt was being far too 
slow to cut pollution, when she said: 
“It is not too late to reduce the 
damage if we change attitudes and 
behaviour. You’ve all seen pictures of 
the Earth taken from space. 

“Unlike all the other planets in the 
solar system, Earth shimmers green 
and blue in the sunlight and looks a 
very pleasant place to live. 

“These pictures should remind us 
that the future of all life on Earth 
depends on how we behave towards 
one another, and how we treat the 
plants and the animals that share our 
world with us.” 

But her most rousing environmental 
words came in November 2021, in a 
pre-recorded speech to world leaders 
at the COP26 climate summit in 
Glasgow. 

The Queen, 95 years old at the time, 
had been instrumental in pressuring 
leading statesman to attend’ the 
conference. 

But she had just been ordered by 
doctors not to attend the event in 


person. And so, powerfully and 
movingly, she invoked her own 
mortality in order to send a 


warning about the need to act. 

She said: “It is the hope of 
many that the legacy of this 
summit — written in history books 
yet to be printed — will describe 
you as the leaders who did not pass 
up the opportunity; and that you 
answered the call of those future 
generations. 

“That you left this conference as 
a community of nations with a 
determination, a desire, and a plan to 
address the impact of climate 
change; and to recognise that the 
time for words has now moved to the 
time for action. 

“Of course, the benefits of such 
actions will not be there to enjoy for 
all of us here today: We none of us 
will live forever. 

“But we are doing this not for 
ourselves but for our children and our 
children’s children, and those who will 
follow in their footsteps.” 

And with that, the Queen’s 
power left its mark on the world.

HEN a smiling 
young Queen 
danced in the 


arms of the first black 
African to lead his country 
to independence, she 
may have saved the 
Commonwealth. 

Dr Kwame Nkrumah had 
become the first president of 
Ghana after the country ditched 
British rule in 1957. 

And by the time of her visit in 
1961, the socialist country — 
increasingly under the influence 
of the Soviet Union - was showing 
signs of wanting to pull out of 
Elizabeth’s beloved “family of 
nations” as well. 

With other African countries 
already taking Ghana’s lead 
towards independence, that 
meant a strong chance they may 
also have followed it out of the 
Commonwealth. 

And in that case experts feared 
the Commonwealth could be 
reduced to a creaky old club for 
white countries. 

Elizabeth knew she had to act. 

The trip to Ghana in November 
1961 had long been planned, but 
political turmoil had made its 
timing risky. 

Dr Nkrumah was moving his 
country towards a one-party

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socialist state and bombs were 
going off in capital Accra. 

Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan told Her Majesty the 
trip was simply too dangerous. 

But Elizabeth knew pulling out 
could be seen as a snub that would 
give Dr Nkrumah the ideal excuse 
to dump the Commonwealth. 

She declared to the PM: “lam not 
afilm star. |am the head of the 
Commonwealth - and | am paid to 
face any risks that may be involved.” 

The 35-year-old sovereign, 
accompanied by Prince Philip, 
arrived in Accra on November 8, 
1961, and the couple were an 
instant triumph. 

Their visit was seen as 
recognition of Ghana as an equal 
nation in its own right, rather than 
a former colony. 

Massive crowds greeted them 
everywhere, including 100,000 
who packed into a city square on 
the second day of their tour. 

According to reports at the time, 
there had only been crowds of that 
size in Ghana once before - ata 
free concert in 1956 by jazz 
musician Louis Armstrong. 

Even a local Marxist newspaper 
hailed Elizabeth as “the world’s 
greatest socialist monarch 
in history”. 

That night, at a state dinner at 
Accra’s Ambassador Hotel, Dr 
Nkrumah lifted his glass and 
toasted not just the Queen but 
also the Commonwealth. 

In reply, Her Majesty said: 
“Many people have said many 
things about this Commonwealth 
of ours. 

“We know it is a group of equals; 
a family of like-minded peoples, 
whatever their differences of 

religion, political systems, 
circumstances and races. 
“We know that in this family 
group, no member loses one jot 
of its own sovereignty or 
individuality.” 
But it was her dance with the 
president at a gala farewell 
ball on November 18 that

| speak to you today at the same hour as my father did, 
exactly 75 years ago. His message then was a salute to the 
men and women at home and abroad who had sacrificed so 
much in pursuit of what he rightly called a “great 
deliverance”. 

The war had been a total war; it had affected everyone, and 
no one was immune from its impact. Whether it be the men 
and women called up to serve; families separated from each 
other; or people asked to take up new roles and skills to 
support the war effort, all had a part to play. 

At the start, the outlook seemed bleak, the end distant, the 
outcome uncertain. But we kept faith that the cause was 

right — and this belief, as my father noted in his broadcast, 

carried us through. 

Never give up, never despair 
— that was the message of 
VE Day. | vividly remember 
the jubilant scenes my sister 
and | witnessed with our 
parents and Winston 
Churchill from the balcony 
of Buckingham Palace. 

The sense of joy in the crowds 
who gathered outside and 

across the country was 
profound, though while we 
celebrated the victory in 
Europe, we knew there 
would be further sacrifice. 

It was not until August that 
fighting in the Far East ceased 
and the war finally ended. 

Many people laid down their 
lives in that terrible conflict. 
They fought so we could live in peace, at home and abroad. 
They died so we could live as free people in a world of free 
nations. They risked all so our families and neighbourhoods 
could be safe. We should and will remember them. 

As | now reflect on my father’s words and the joyous 
celebrations, which some of us experienced first-hand, | am 
thankful for the strength and courage that the United 
Kingdom, the Commonwealth and all our allies displayed. 

The wartime generation knew that the best way to honour 
those who did not come back from the war was to ensure 
that it didn’t happen again. The greatest tribute to their 
sacrifice is that countries who were once sworn enemies are 
now friends, working side by side for the peace, health and 
prosperity of us all. 

Today it may seem hard that we cannot mark this special 
anniversary as we would wish. Instead we remember from 
our homes and our doorsteps. 

But our streets are not empty; they are filled with the love and 
the care that we have for each other. And when | look at 
our country today, and see what we are willing to do to 
protect and support one another, | say with pride that we 
are still a nation those brave soldiers, sailors and airmen 
would recognise and admire.
